DEAD MAN NAMED McCALLUM 


The Other, Frank Barbain, Will Re- 
cover, It Is Thought—Exciting 
Scenes in the Jail.

Bartlett on the Gage Plan. 

One of the best summaries of the demo- 
cratic attitude.on the Gage plan comes 
from Congressman Bartlett, of Georgia. It 
fs being widely quoted in the democratic 
newspapers of the north and has formed 
the text for more than one good democratic 
editorial Here is the way Judge Bartlett 
puts it: 

“The plan of the secretary of the treas- 
ury, disguise it as he may, is nothing less 
than an effort to retire the greenbacks and 
treasury notes and to eupply their place 
in part by increasing the privileges of the 
national banks and by borrowing money 
(another name for bond issues) to meet the 
deficiency caused by the failure of the 
Dingley bill to produce sufficient revenue. 
it is also additional evidence of the cost 
the people are called on to bear to maintain 
the single gold standard, and clearly dem- 
onstrates that the republican administra- 
‘tion is now committed to the maintenance 
of the single gold standard at any cost, 
and that the republicans will have to go 
to the country in the next elections on that 
issue unaided by the pretense and subter- 
fuge that they favor bimetallism through 
an international agreement or in any other 
Way, and burdened with the proposition 
to borrow $100,060,000, I do not believe this 
measure can be passed. It might poss:bly 
be forced through the house, but would 
surely meet defeat in the senate. I am 
Satisfied that it will never meet the ap- 
proval of the masses of the American 
people and will bring defeat at the polls 
to any political party that indorsegs it.’’ 
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FOOD FOR KLONDIKE SUFFERERS 


Seeretary Gage To Hold Conference 
*ith Canadian Government Officials. 
Washington, December 27.—Secretary Al- 

eer has received word that Hon. Clifford 

Sifton, minister of the interior, and I. A. 

Jickenna, of the same department 

of the Dominion of Canada, by in- 

vitation of Sccretary Alger, will arrive 
here tonight to | sagagiatd with the secretary 
relative to Klondike relief measures. 

The secretary originally intended to go 
to Ottawa, but has been suffering from an 
attack of grip which confined him closely 
to his home. Secretary Alger hopes by a 
personal conference with the Canadian of- 
ficials to arrange for the issue of a permit 
from the Canadian government for fifty 
armed troops to serve as guard for the re- 
lief expeditions to pass through Canadian 
terr#tory. 

Another object of the conference is to 
adjust some customs questions that are in- 
volved in the sending of the expedition, 
such, for instance. as the remission of du- 
ties On the food supplies that are to be 
sent in. Another object is to secure the co- 
Operation of the Canadian mounted police, 


which it is not doubted will be cheerfully 


extended and will be of the greatest value 
through the thorough familiarity of these 
men with the country through which the 
expedition must pass. 

A cabiegram was received today by the 
geecretary frum iMr. WKjecluman, the govern- 
ment reindeer herder, who is now in Aiten, 
Norway, stating tha: he is busy collecting 
the reindéer needed for the transportation 
of supplies to the Klondike. 

The inquiries made by the war depart- 
ment in regard to the teasibility of secur- 
ing prompily an adequate éupply of con- 
densed foods is already being received and 
Samples are beginning to arrive of all kinds 
of vegetable preparations, many of them 
put up in compact and attractive forms. 
They include ail the component parts of 
beets, spinacn, turnips, parsnips and other 
vegetables. 

Secretary Alger this afternoon received 
ond following telegram from Captain Brain- 
ard: 

“Chicago, December 25.-—-I believe the nu- 
tritive value claimed for condensed foods 
somewhat exaggerated: besides, these foods 
are difficult to pack and tin packages add 
greatly to the weight. I deem the must 
satisfactory food for Alaska to be bacon, 
beans, flour, peas, rice, sugar, coffee, tea 
and chocolfte. the necessary condiments 
and small quantity of butter and condensed 
milk. These articles possess proper nutri- 
tion, are easy to pack and except butter 
and milk have no extra weight for pack- 
ages.’’

Howell Is Shot Through the Heart 
as He Stands Behind Cell 
Door. 


Birmingham. Ala., December 27.—(Spc- 
clal.)\—At Bessemer this evening J. H. How- 
ell, a mine foreman, aged thirty-eight 
years, was arrested on complaint of Mrs. 
Tom Collins, wife of a prominent saloon 
keeper, of that place, who informed the po- 
lice that while she and her daughter were 
going home about dark Howell followed 
them for some distance and acted in a way 
that frightened them. 

An hour or two after Howell had been 
jailed, Collins went to the prison and asked 
to be allowed to see him. The request was 
granted. 

On approaching the cell Collins pulled a 
pistol and shot Howell through the heart. 
Collins was at once taken into custody and 
sent here to tthe county jail. 

Collins claims that he killed Howell to 
protect his wife and daughter and that he 
is glad he did it. 


REFUSED TO MAKE UP WITH HIM 


Men Severely Wounds His Wife and 
Kills Himself.

Morast, aged fifty-six, tonight shot his 
wife, Annie, and then blew out his brains. 
The woman will recover.

PLAN 10 LIOUIDATE 
SINGERLY'S DEBTS 


Conferees Formulate a Method by Which 
Creditors May Win Oat. 


LIKELY TO BE ACCEPTED 


Bends Must Be Issued and Payment 
Guaranteed by Record. 


CREDITORS ARE DIVIDED INTO CLASSES 


Cepital Stock of the Debtor’s Paper 
Will Be Increased and Pledged 
for Full Liquidation. 


Philadelphia, December 27.—The confcreas 
selected to formulate a plan of settlement 
of the affairs of the Chestnut Street Na- 
tional bank and the Chestnut Street Trust 
and Savings Fund Company; of which Wil- 
liam M. Singerly, proprietor of The Rec- 
ord, was president, and which closed their 
doors last Thursday, tonight presented that 
plan for the consideration of depositors and 
creditors. 


The chief measure suggested is the issu- 
ance of Record stock to secure creditors. 
The plan is prefaced by a statement that 
“it must be clear that in no case can cred- 
itors of the bank, of the trust company, of 
the pulp and paper company and of Mr. 
Singerly himself, realize more than the to- 
tal value of the assets and rights of these 
corporations in addition to those of Mr. 
Singerly individually. No matter how pro- 
tracted or expensive possible assignments 
and receiverships may be made, the credi- 
tors cannot receive more than the total of 
all assets, less the cost and expenses which 
will be incidental to their administration, 
under what will be the most expensive form 
of such administration. The fact, however, 
not at first sight so obvious, though it more 
and more impresses itself upon us, is that 
owing to the peculiar nature of the proper- 
ties to be handled, a lack of good judgment 
in their management will result in the re- 
ceipt by the creditors of less than the pres- 
ent and probably of much less tthan the 
ultimate value thereof. 

“It is believed that of Mr. Singerly will 
continue to give his entire attention to the 
development of his great paper, the peculiar 
qualifications which enabled him to build 
up a property earning, it is said, in the 
fiscal year 1896, $310,000 net, and earning also, 
it is said, in the last seven years an aver- 
age annual net earning of $243,000, will en- 
able him not only to maintain the present 
great value of the property, but also to in- 
crease it. 

“This plan, of course, will be greatly aid- 
ed by Mr. Singerly’s insistence that every- 
thing possessed or controlled by him shall 
be promptly without legal contest trans- 
ferred to the managers to be applied to the 
above purpose.” 

The plan provides that the capital stock 
of The Record Publishing Company, or of 
a company to which its assets shall be aé- 
signed, shall be fixed and issued to an 
amount necessary to give all creditors in 
class A par for their claims in a stock 
preferred as to dividends and principal, 
which shall bear 6 per cent interest cumula- 
tive; and ali creditors in class B par for 
their claims in a second preferred 6 per cent 
cumulative stock, also preferred, after’ the 
first preferred stock, as to dividends and 
principal; and all creditors in clas$ C par 
in the common. stock of said company. 

o incumbrance against The rd Pub- 
shing Company's property is ‘to be ¢reated 
without the assent of the holders of two- 
thirds of the preferred stock of the two 
classes. 

Class A stall consist of assenting cred- 
ttors to the extent to which they may hoid 
liens against the Record Publishing Com- 
pany or preferred or city claims against 
the bank or trust company, or persons or 
corporations willing to advance new mon- 
eys to these applied, at the best discretion 
of the managers, in the furthering and 
bringing about this reorganization. 

Class B shall consist of holders of claims 
against the Record, or of cla'ms secured 
by its stock. In case of any doubt as to 
the amount or actual expense of a claim 
as being a valid one against The Record 
the managers may fing ly settle the amount 
and status of such claim without liability 
to themselves; or, if their decision be ad- 
verse to the status of the claim as one 
against the publishing company, the holder 
thereof may insist upon a judicial decision 
of his status. 

Class C shall consist of all creditors other 
than those specified above cf any of. the 
parties, a reorganization of whose affairs 
is now contemplated or may become neces- 
sury to the success of this plan. 

A note is here imserted that there now 
éxists $1,000,000 of common stock of The 
Record Publishing Company subjéct to the 
prior lien of $700,000 of mortgage. After a 
full examination of the property it Was rec- 
ommended to a syndicate recently formed, 
that this stock issue be increased by ‘the 
issuance of $2,000,000 of preferred stock, 
making the total issue of $3,000,000, the 
$700,0000f mortgages being intended to be 
paid out of the proceeds from such new 
issue. Under these conartions the $2,000,000 
of preferred stock at par were over sub- 
scribed for by the capitalists and banking 
*nterests of Philadelphia. 

The managers of the plam are to make 
distribution of the stock within thirty days 
after sufficient assets have been received 
to make the plan operative. 

In exchange for the stock the claims are 
to be turned over to the managers and the 
stock is to be subject to redemption by Mr. 
Singerly within six years upon payment 
of its par value with 6 per cent interest, 
less dividends meanwhile declared. 

Any assets obtained by the managers 
from those having claims against the bank 
in the distribution of the assets of the bank 
shail be applied pro rata to the purchase 
at par of The Record stock held by the 
now owners of assented claims against the 
bank of their assignees; or if the man- 
agers shall think it advisable to the liqui- 
dation of the bank itself at their option. 
The same method is to be used with regard 
to the trust company. 

Mr. Singerly is to deed to the managers 
all of his other property and estate, to 
further liquidation. They are to have the 
fullest possible discretion and without per- 
sonal liability, although they wll act un-’ 
der advice of counsel. 

Six per cent dividends per annum are to 
be paid so far as possible on the common 
stock, and no net earnings of The Record 
shall be devoted to the redemption of the 
stock until these dividends have been paid. 
When redemption is made it shall be pro 
rata amongst the holders ef etch particu- 
tar series. Mr. Singerly shall remain the 
editor of The Record and shall control 
its policy, but its business management 
shall be controlled by a board, of which the 
managers may be members, to be elected 
by a voting trust, which shall consist of 
the managers and of Mr. Sydney F. Tyler, 
— of the Fourth Street National 

ank. 

The plan is submitted for the approval 
of the creditors. 

The document was agreed upon after an 
all day conference between Assignees 
George H. Earle, Jr., Mr. Singerly’s attor- 
neys and Director Loeb. of the finance 
committee of Pennsylvania. 

A local news bureau sent out the follow- 
ing statement this afternoon:

WILL NOT ABANDON 
BILTMORE PALACE

the sun’s rays, that fell upon its snows, 
was Mount Mitchell, the highest peak east 
of the Rocky mountains. 

“George Vanderbilt was charmed with this 
view, as is every one eise that sees it. The 
plateau upon which Asheville stands lies in 
the shallow cup of the mountains as the 
bottom lies in a saucer. To the beauties 
of the mountain scenery was added a cli- 
mate that seems to tingle with health. The 
more young Vanderbilt studied the situa- 
tion the more he became pleased with it. 
He sent word to the railroad to sidetrack 
his special car until further orders, which 
were not given for six weeks afterward. 

“In the meantime he rode and drove 
through all the mountains of the neighbor- 
hood. One day, when he had ridden io the 
top of a mountain and had stood for a long 


time, delighted with the view, the idea 
came to him that this would be a splendid 
place in which to establish a grand estate 
that would in its proportions and equip- 
ments rival any of the great baronial] pos- 
Sessions of the old world. He conceived 
the scheme of building there, in the heart 
of those smoky peaks, a castle such as 
America had not known before. He select- 
ed a site already occupied by a southern 
millionaire and offered to purchase it, but 


the southerner would not sell. 
Fixed a Mountain Over. 


“Then George decided to make a site 
for himself better than any fn the neigh- 
borhood. He bought a tract of land on 
which was a high mountain. Nature had 
not intended this mountain for a building 
such as Vanderhilt contemplated, and so 
George sat about to correct the errors of 
the Creator. He simply cut off the tap of 
the mountain, and with that part which 
was cut off he built an addition to the 
part that was left, making the site on 
which Biltmore house now stands.’’ 

Here The Journal! proceeds to describe the 
gorgeous palace of George, the millionaire, 
Which cost §$2,000...v. 

The people of the south are fairly well 
familiarized with the vast scope of this 
castle. The tennis court, which cost more 
than half a million; the armory for the 
guns of hunters and sportsmen; the stables. 
which look like ballrooms—all these gor- 
geous and convincing evidences of extrava- 
g&nce are known to everybody who goes to 
Asheville to spend the summer. It is alswu 
known that George Vanderbilt undertook to 
do a little farming on ‘the place, and con- 
cerning this The New York Journal's article 
is particularly interesting. It says: 

“Let us go back for a moment to last 
summer, when George went to Europe and 
took with him his cousin, McNamee, who 
is the attorney and general manager of the 
Biltmore estate. While they were off in 
the forests of Norway and Sweden looking 
for new trees for Biltmore part of the 
foundation of Biltmore house sank until 
the walls sagged. and the fine marbles used 
in decorating were cracked. The man left 
in charge of Biltmore House became alarm- 
ed and sent to. New York for the contrac- 
tor who erected ‘the house to come on and 
see what was the matter. The latter re- 
sponded post haste and made some remedial 
improvement. But it is still a question as 
to whether it will be temporary or perma- 
nent. This was a sad blow ‘to George. It 
began to look as though everything were 
going wrong at Biltmore. 

‘‘Whether it was for the purpose of con- 
sultation or merely for the purpose of a 
social visit I am not prepared to assert. 
but the fact is that about two months ago 
Mr. Hamilton McKay Twombly, the most 
astute of Vanderbilt brothers-in-law, took 
arun down to Biltmore. He looked at the 
sunken foundation and the cracked marbles. 
He looked at the dairy farm with its cost- 
ly equipment and its inconsequential 
product. He looked at the truck farm and 
figured on the price of cucumbers in the 
Asheville market and the cost of raising 
them. He investigated the forestry school. 
He visited tthe sawmill and looked over the 
great piles of lumber that were heaped 
about the place, unsold and unsalable. In 
short, he took a careful inventory of the 
whole place. 

“Now Mr. Twombly isn’t a bit theoreti- 
cal. He is always practical and he has no 
aoe for anything that doesn’t pay its way. 
Mr. 
himeclf. It was in New Jersey and was 
very much easier than the same thing in 
Buncombe county, North Carolina, but it 
didr’t pay. and Mr. Twombly very promptly 
sold cut and quit the game. 

‘‘When he had examined the condition at 
B'ltmore and had s een that the experiment 
did not pay and never would pay, that it 
did lose and would always lose, he advised 
George Vanderbilt to give it up. Gcorge 
didn’t like the advice. He still loved his 
dream of a baronial estate in the beautiful 
Blue Ridge mountains. He had made a 
paradise of a desert and he wished to en- 
joy the fruit of his work. He. didn’t .care 
for the money that it cost him. He was 
rich and@ could stand it. He sent his broth- 
er-in-law back to New York. He stood in 
the door of Biltmore house and tooked 
out upon Pisgah and Busbee and caught a 
glimpse of the Swannanoa river gliding 
smoothly to its junction with the French 
Broad, while on every hand were his dear 
trees and shrubs and plants, and so he 
turned and went back content to remain 
at Biltmore even if it didn’t pay. 

No Water To Drink. 

“But as he was consoling himself with the 
fact that he had what he wished for, even 
if it did cost him more than other men, he 
became athirst, and called for a servant to 
bring him a glass of water—water from the 
Busbee spring. The servant went, but re- 
turned with an ree oe | glass. The master 
of Biltmore demanded to know why his 
order had not been o .

Tracy landed left 
on the face, then a left on tne body and 
the men clinched, both hitting hard with 
the free arm. ‘Walcott landed on the kid- 
neys with his right. Tracy got two rights 
to the breast as the gong sounded.

ee Roosevelt’s report, which has just 
been made, shows that the buildings have 
falien into such ruins that the students 
have been assigned to roofs and garrets 
as the only available space, while the store- 
house is in. such a condition, that the store- 
keeper refuses to be responsible for the 
goods in his care. 

Mr. Roosevelt found that there was need 
for much new construction, but the least 
that can be done is togrebuild immedi- 
ately the armory, boathouse, power house 
and basin for boats. This work is deemed 
to be immediately required in order that 
the boys shall not suffer in the technical 
part of their education. 

It is the design to make the new build- 
ings part of a general scheme for the re- 
construction of the academic buildings, 
but, while this fs the case, and they will 
not be bits of patchwork, still they may be 
regarded as complete in themselves without 
reference to what may be done hereafter 
in the way of building. 

The work will cost between $900,000 and 


$1,000,400.

Governor Atkinson, in his message to 
the general assembly, recommended that a 
commission be appointed to examine the 
condition of the banks of the estate and 
their bonds, with a view of suggesting a 
plan to improve the banking system of 
Georgia. 

A bill embodying this recommendation 
and providing for the appointment of a 
commission of five—one from the senate, 
two from the house and two bankers of 
the state—was introduced by Hon. Martin 
V. Calvin, of Richmond county. This bill 
was adopted and received the governor's 
signature. 

The legislature will undoubtedly act on 
the question of banking law at its next 
session, and will be largely guided by the 
suggestions made by the commission. The 
selection of these five gentlemen as mem-

HANDSOME NEW HOME OF THE ORDERS 


Eloquent Speeches by Leading Lights 
of Masonry—Festive Occasion 
for Gainesville People. 


Gainesville, Ga., December 27.—(Special.)j— 
With the exception of the ugly mud under- 
foot. this has been an ideal day for the 
ceremonies accompanying the laying of the 
corner stone of the new Masonic temple 
in the Dean building just erected at this 
place.

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JACKSON CRUSHED 


BY FREIGHT TRAIN 


Young Man Seeking Work in Macon Is 
Mashed to Death. 


SUICIDE HAS BEEN SUGGESTED 


In the Dead Man’s Pockets Were Let- 
ters Disposing of His Body. 


HIS HOME WAS IN BISHOP, GEORGIA 


Ccroner’s Jury Returns a Verdict Ac- 
quitting the Railroad of All 
Blame. 


Constitution Bureau, Brown House. Ma- 
con, Ga., December 27.—(Special.)—Thomas 
A. Jackson, a white man, aged about 
twenty-two years, from Bishop, Ga., was 
run over by cars this morning in the Cen- 
tral railroad yard, and instantly killed. 
Jackson came to Macon several days ago, 
hunting for work. He went to the Central 
yard, and after talking a while with some 
men, started to walk down a track on 
which a switch engine wags running. He 
stepped on to an adjoining track to get 
out of the way of the switch engine, when 
he was struck in the back by a train of 
cars which *as moving on the track, and 
which the did not see. Some one called to 
him to look out, but he did not hear the 
warning. Two cars passed over him, 
crushing him badly. The coroner held an 
inquest, and a verdict was rendered ex- 
empting the railroad from blame. 

The deceased was a cousin of Conductor 
Oliver, of the Central road. and a nephew 
of Mr. John Winn, of Macon. His father, 
Mr. T. J. Jackson, is a merchant and far- 
mer at Bishop. 

It was reported that Jackson committed 
suicide. In his coat pocket several letters 
were found. One of these was without an 
envelope, and on the outside the following 
words were written: 

“Should some friend find this, please 
open and act according to the instructions.”’ 

The inside of the note read: 

“Should I happen to an accident or get 
killed. send my body to T. J. Jackson, 
Bishop, Ga. My name is Thomas A. Jack- 
sOn.’’ 

There was nothing in Jackson’s conduct 
prior to the killing to suggest suicide. He 
was a young man of good habits, and al- 
ways appeared in excellent spirits.

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A Hideous Mockery. 

The appeal of President McKinley to 
the American people, asking them to 
contribute “money, provisions, clothing, 
medicines,” etc., to the suffering popu- 
lation of Cuba, is very fitly character- 
ized by The Springfield Republican as 
“one of the most extraordinary @ocu- 
ments that has ever emanated from the 
United States government.” 

The truth is the appeal is a grim mock- 
ery of justice, a satire on philanthropy, 
and a travesty on benevolence. We 
trust the appeal will find a ready and an 
abundant response, but we cannot re- 
frain from ‘characterizing the appeal as 
it deserves to be characterized. 

The whole truth is that there would 
be no necessity for such an appeal if 
the administration had in it one grain 
of humane feeling for the Cubans. There 
has not been a day during the past ten 
months when the president could not 
have put an end to the inhuman strife 
that has been raging in Cuba during 
the past two years. 

It was not necessary for him to have 
any humane feeling for the Cubans. 
He had a plain duty to perform, and he 
was urged to it not only by the demand 
of the platform on which he was elected, 
but by the desires of all the people. In- 
stead of doing his duty, he has allowed 
himself to be governed by the fears and 
greed of a clique which is interested in 
Spanish bonds; and he has not only re- 
fused to interfere in the inhuman strug- 
gie, but has deliberately committed his 
administration to aiding and abetting it 
for another year. 

It is for this reason that the appeal 
seems to be a hideous satire on every 
impulse of humanity and benevolence.

Now, the truth ig just the reverse of 
this. The prosperity of New York de- 
pends wholly on the prosperity of the 
continent. It is true that there are 
local conditions which prevent depres- 
sion in business from finding its way to 
the metropolis as rapidly as it reaches 
other parts of*the country, but these 
conditions invariably give way to a pro- 
longed collapse-of trade. There area 
hundred thousand idle workers in New 
York today, and the majority of those 
who are at work find their earning ca- 
pacity very much cut down. More 
than that, it was only a few months ago 
that the whole country saw the mer- 
chants and business men of New York 
making efforts quite provincial in their 
character to draw customers to the me- 
tropolis. 

We mention these things in no carp- 
ing spirit, but merely to call atten- 
tion to some facts made important by 
The Herald’s remarkable statement that 
“the prosperity of the continent is bound 
up with the prosperity of New York city,” 
The prosperity of New York depends 
upon the capacity of the people of the 
country to buy goods, foreign and domes- 
tic, and to produce commodities for ex- 
port. That capacity is the essence of 
New York’s prosperity. 

The people and the business interests 
of the south are now, and have always 
been, closely allied with those of New 
York. There is nothing within the 
bounds of reason that our people would 
not do toward giving the metropolis 
the recognition to which it is entitled. 
If it wants money ffor its’ harbor, it 
should have it, and the government 
should continue to be, as it has always 
been, exceedingly liberal in its treat- 
ment of the country’s metropolis. At 
the same time the people of the balance 
of the country should be made to feel 
that New York has the interest and the 
welfare of the whole country at heart, 
Events of the past few years have cast 
a shadow over the whole country; 
though New York, having been more for- 
tunately situated as regards the long era 
of business depression through which 
the country has been going, has felt the 
evil effects of currency panic and com- 
mercial disaster less than any other city 
in the country. In arriving at the true 
solution as to what is best to be done, 
the business interests and the newspa- 
pers of New York could, by manifest- 
ing a little more tolerance with the in- 
terests and the ideas of the remainder 
of the country, be fn a position to lend 
material aid in solving the vexed prob- 
lem. 

New York is a great city, and the 
whole country takes pride in its success; 
but New York is not all the country, 
and the pwsperity of the city is vastly 
more dependent upon the prosperity of. 
the nation than is that of the nation de- 
pendent upon New York. We fear the 
scope of New York’s vision does not 
reach as far as it should; otherwise the 
business interests of that city would now 
be leading in the demand for currency 
reform on vastly different lines from 
those along which it has been moving to 
the detriment of the agricultural and in- 
dustrial interests of the entire nation.

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An Interesting Statement. 


Mr. E: L. Godkin, editor of The Na- 
tion, has a very interesting article in the 
current number of The Atlantic Month- 
ly on “The Growth and Expression of 
Public Opinion.” The most of his ob- 
servations are spiced with a certain 
grim shrewdness that carries them home 
to the mind of the reader. 

It is a fact worth noting that, though 
Mr. Godkin is a journalist—The Nation 
being the weekly edition of The Even- 
ing Post—he has small patience with 
modern journalism as it is displayed in 
the efforts of the newspapers in the 
great centers of population to attract 
business and attention. He remarks 
that these newspapers are no longer 
disturbed by the views of subscribers. 
The subscribers themselves care little 
what the opinions of the editors are. 
Both editors and subscribers are in 
search of sensations—one to satisfy the 
demands of an illiterate public, and the 


| other to satisfy a morbid curiosity that 


hovers always on the brink of immoral- 
ity and sensuality. 

The following statement by Mr. God- 
kin is calculated to open the eyes of a 
great many people. It affords, indeed, 
a very lucid explanation of the failure 
of the press in two great cities of the 
country to exert any influence what- 
ever on the public in recent elections: 

The advertiser, rather than the subscrib- 
er, is now the newspaper bogie. He is the 
person before whom the publisher cowers 
and whom he tries to please, and the ad- 
vertiser is very indifferent about the opin- 
ions of a newspaper. What interests him 
is the amount or quality of its circulation. 
What he wants to know is how many per- 
sons see it, not how many persons agree 
with it. The consequence is that the news- 
papers of largest circulation, published in 
the great centers of population where most 
votes are cast, are less and less organs of 
opinion, especially in America. In fact, in 
some cases the advertisers use their influ- 
ence—which is great, and which the increas- 
ing competition between newspapers makes 
all the greater—to prevent the expression in 
newspapers of what is probably the pre- 
vailing local view of men or events. There 
are not many newspapers which can afford 
to defy a large advertiser. 

This, it seems to us, is a statement 
which calls for ogee and explana- 
tions on the part of “the great newspa- 
pers in the centers of population.” If 
the statement is a fact it calls loudly for 
reform. If it ig true, it shows why 
these newspapers fail to represent pub- 
lic opinion; and it shows some other 
things which need not be mentioned here 
and now, but which will suggest them- 
selves to the minds of observant read- 
ers. 
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What Sight-Seeing Abroad Costs. 

While the balance of trade between 
the United States and Great Britain 
preponderates in favor of this country, 
it is painful to note that this difference 
is more than equalized by the enormous 
sums of money which Americans spend 
annually in Great Britain. 

For every British tourist who comes 
to the United States there are not less 
than fifty American tourists who turn 
their faces in the direction of Great 
Britain. Ordinarily +¢he number of 
Americans to cross the water annually 
ranges from 40,000 to 60,000; but during 
the past year, on account of adverse con- 
ditions, the number hag barely exceed- 
ed 30,000. Even at these figures, how- 
ever, the aggregate sum of American 
money made tributary to British coffers 
by reason of the mania for Sight-seeing 
which characterizes vur people, is some- 
thing immense. As most American 
tourists belong to the wealthy classes 
who are given to spending money freely, 
it is estimated that not less than $1,500 
per capita is spent by these tourists an- 
nually, making the aggregi x

short of $45,000,000. Of course this sum 
is divided up among the various Euro- 
pean countries, but the bulk of it finds 
its way into the financial depositories of 
Great Britain. 
In view of the enormous revenue 
which Great Britain derives from Ameri- 
can sight-seers, it is not surprising that 
that country should begin at length to 
pander somewhat to American taste 
and to mimic American institutions. 
This immense outgo of American money 
would be downright discouraging were 
it not for the fact that Great Brit- 
ain is yearly becoming more and 
more commercially dependent upon the 
United States, and that perhaps in the 
end she may fully reimburse us for this 
outgo by her increased demand for our 
American products. 


The Chinese Empire. 


Since the eyes of the civilized world 
are now rivited upon the Chinese empire 
it becomes a matter of more than pass- 
ing interest to note the dimensions of 
the territory which the European pow- 
ers are apparently on the even of divid- 
ing. 

As a general statement, it may be ob- 
served at the outset that the Chinese em- 
pire is the biggest prize which the Eu- 
ropean powers have struggled over since 
the colonization of the western hemi- 
sphere; and what the final outcome of 
the pending contest in the orient will be 
is at this time purely a matter of specu- 
lation. What is known as the Chinese 
empire consists of the following depen- 
dencies and provinces: China proper, 
Corea, (Manchuria, ‘Mongolia, Tibet, Ku- 
ku-nor, Tsaidan, Kashgaria, Zunganria 
and Kulja. These various sudivisions of 
the empire contain 4,567,000 square miles 
of territory, or 899,000 square miles more 
than the entire area of the United States, 
including Alaska. If divided equally be- 
tween Germany, Russia and Great Brit- 
ain, each of these powers would receive 
1,519,000 square miles of territory, or 
more than the combined areas of the 
southern, eastern, middle and New Eng- 
land states. 

But the magnitude of the Chinese em- 
pire is even greater when referred to its 
teeming population than when referred 
simply to its territorial area. Occupy- 
ing the various subdivisions which have 
already been named there are not less 
than 381,600,000 inhabitants, or nearly 
one-fourth of the entire population of 
the globe. This enormous aggregate of 
human souls is distributed throughout 
the empire in the following manner:

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This census of China’s population may 
not be strictly accurate, for the simple 
reason that there are many portions of 
the empire which have not as yet been 
thoroughly traversed. China is far be- 
hind the age in its material progress 
and development; and on account of 


its utter lack of postal, telegraphic and. 


railway facilities, there are thousands 
of Mongolians living in remote districts 
of the empire who are wholly ignorant 
of the fact that China and Japan have 
ever been at war. This may seem in- 
credulous, but the statement is, never- 
theless, made on good authority. 

As the Chinese empire hag preserved 
its national integrity for pore than four 
thousand years, it looks pathetic that it 
should now, at the close of the nineteenth 
century, become the spoil of European 
powers; but with Russia at Port Arthur, 
Germany at Kaio-Chou and Great Brit- 
ain in the close neighborhood of Corea, 
it is clearly apparent that the doom of 
the empire is sealed. Already the Chi- 
nese capital is surrounded by hostile 
guns, and the work of partitioning the 
empire may begin at any time. In some 
respects the civilization of China has 
been productive of good. Especially is 
this observation true so far as it ap- 
plies to the wonderful cohesiveness 
which has steadily existed between the 
various portions of the empire since the 
time of its establishment far back in the 
early twilight of history. While the po- 
litical aspect of Europe has undergone 
marked changes and alterations with 
each passing century, the Chinese em- 
pire has maintained its political integ- 
rity undisturbed. In thig respect the 
empire has even rivaled the sturdy fab- 
ric of the Himalayas themselves. But 
while China has managed to survive the 
shocks of four thousand years, the his- 
tory of the empire has been synonymous 
with anything else but progress, and is 
thoroughly saturated with heathen su- 
perstition. On this account the partition 
of the empire with the consequent in- 
troduction of European ideas cannot fail 
to exercise a wholsome influence upon 
the vast empire which has so long slum- 
bered in idle lethargy. Up to the pres- 
ent time Germany, Russia and Great 
Britain seem _to be the only powers 
which have drawn up their fleets in 
Chinese waters in readiness for ap- 
proaching events; but as time advances, 
other claimants will appear upon .the 
seene, and the contest will become all 
the more thrilling and spectacular. 
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No Cause for Alarm. 


A local report in one of the New York 
newspapers which did its utmost to elect 
Mr. McKinley president last year, in re- 
ferming to the rumor that Mr. Croker is 
prepared to take an active interest in 
the affairs of the Democratic Club of 
New York, says: 

Mr. Croker’s entrance inte active affairs 
of the club means, according to some of 
the best informed Tammany men I saw yes- 
terday, the downfall of Bryan’s prospects 
for the nomination in 1900 and the abso- 
jute elimination of silver from the doctrines 
of democracy. The Democratic Club was 
in the lead in the fight agpinst silver, and 
these sagacious politicians foresee the rele- 
gation of Bryan because Mr. Croker will 
make his headquarters in a citag@el of gold. 

Even if true, there is no news in this. 
After the national democratic conven- 
tion last year, Mr. Croker betook him- 
self to Merrie England. and there he 
remained in the “citadel of gold” until 
after the presidential election. He is 
probably no more opposed to Mr. Bry- 
an now than he was then; and yet Mr. 
Bryan was nominated without Mr. Cro- 
ker’s help in 1896, as he will be in 1900, 
provided he will accept the nomination. 

But it has not been written as yet that 
the New York democra¢y will, in 1900. 
repeat its folly of 1896. 
abundant time for reflection since it 
raised the rule or ruin flag at the last 
national convention, and much substan- 
tial evidence has been produced 
to show that the democratic party made 


no mistake in the action it took at Chi- 
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_this year was a democrat who received 
a majority of more than 50,000 after his 
unequivocal and outspoken announce- 
ment that he had been loyal to both the 
platform and the nominations of the 
Chicago convention. Not only this, but 
the mayor-elect of Greater New York, 
Judge Van Wyck, gave his cordial sup- 
port to the regular action of the party 
last year, refusing to affiliate with the 
bolters and the Buropean stay-aways. 

The indications are that the democ- 
racy of New York ig in line for the in- 
gorsement of the national democratic 
platform, and that it will so speak in 
1900. If it does, the rank and file of the 
democratic masses throughout the coun- 
try will De glad to receive its co-opera- 
tion. If it does not, thg democratic 
procession will move along just as 
though nothing had happened, and, if 
necessary, it will run over in 1900, just 
as easily at it did in 1896, any obstacle 
that may be placed in its path. 


The Archbishop of Canterbury. 

Information received from Lendon an- 
nounces the serioug and perhaps fatal 
illness of the present archbishop of Can- 
terbury. 

Scarcely twelve months have elapsed 
since the Church of England mourned 
the death of its distinguished head in 
the person of the late Archbishop Ben- 
son. On the death of that prelate, who 
passed away at the ripe old age of sev- 
enty-six years, the office fell to the share 
of Dr. Frederick Temple, at that time 
bishop of the diocese of London. Al- 
though in full possession of his mental 
faculties, Dr. Temple was not in robust 
health at the time of assuming the du- 
ties of primate, and the announcement 
that he ig now prostrated by reason of 
his arduous labors is not surprising. Dr. 
Temple is now in his seventy-sixth year, 
and in any contest which he might have 
with disease, the odds would be heavily 
against him. 

Some two or three months ago it was 
announced. that on account of failing 
eye-sight, together with other physical 
infirmities, Dr. Temple was seriously 
considering the advisability of resigning 
the office of archbishop. Since that time 
nothing had been heard of his condition 
until the receipt of recent dispatches 
announcing his serious illness. In spite 
of the narrow margin for hope which 
these dispatches allow, there will, nev- 
ertheless, be offered up throughout 
Christendom the most earnest prayers 
for the distinguished prelate’s recovery.

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


The statement that Prince Bismarck, the 
rugged old iron chancellor of Germany, 
contains Jewish blood in his veins may elicit 
some surprise, and yet such appears to 
be undoubtedly the case. Says The Inter- 
national (Magazine: ‘‘He derives his Jewish 
blood from his mother, whose father—Anas- 
tasius Menken, one of the favorite bureau- 
crats of Frederick the Great—was of He- 
brew parentage. Although of late it *has 
evidently appeared politic to the prince to 
countenance tthe anti-Semitic movement, 
both in Germany and Austria, yet while in 
office he invariably showed himself a good 
friend to the Jewish nation, and chose the 
Hebrew banker at Berlin, Baron von 
Bieichroeder, as his most trusted confi- 
dant. Ind in those days he was so well 
disposed t rd the Jews that he eren 
discussed the advisability of marrying his 
sons to Jewesses, on the ground that it 
would bring money into the family again, 
and likewise “improve both morally and 
physically the Bismarck breed.”’ 


According to a well posted exchange, the 
mint of Philadelphia is almost constantly 
engaged in turning out copper cent pieces. 
These coins are not composed exclusively 
of copper, but contain also slight quanti- 
ties of zinc and tin. The mint at Philade}l- 
phia alone turned out 11.0900.000 coppers last 
year, and New York 9,000,000. There is as 
much curiosity about the final fate of these 
cents as there is about that of pins. No- 
body is able to tell where the pins go to, 
and it is impossible to even surmise what 
has become of the hundreds of millions of 
cents issued by the mint since ft began op- 
erations. It is rather a profitable business 
for the government, as it means the con- 
version of copper costing 10 cents a pound 
into a form in which it is worth $2 or more 
a pound.

GIGANTIC SCHEME 
TO SMUGGLE GOODS 


Radcliffe, Moore & Co. 


E. H. LEE TRIED YESTERDAY 


He Was Acquitted ef the Charge of 
Smuggling Drugs. 


MPORTANT ARRESTS MAY BE MADE 


Inspectors Say They Have Strong Evi- 
dence—Matter May Be Taken Up 
by U. S. Grand Jury. 


The trial and acquittal of E. H. Lee, be- 
fore United States Commissioner Broyles 
yesterday morning, on the charge of 
smuggling goods across the Canadian bor- 
der, is probably the beginning of what may 
prove to be one of the most extensive 
plans to avoid paying duty on goods ever 
unearthed by the customs officials. 

Lee was arrested last Friday morning 
on a warrant charging him with smuggl'ng. 
His arrest was caused by Colonel R. C., 
Olds, special United States custom inspec- 
tor, who had been working on the case 
for some time. Lee was charged with 
handling phenacetine and a number of 
other drugs, and he was thought by the 
custom inspectors to be implicated ‘n the 
smuggling of the goods. 

The officers had handled the case care- 
fully, and when they first began their in- 
vestigation, felt sure that they were on 
the trail of smugglers who were getting in 
their work on a most extensive plan. Lee 
was the first man to whom the supposed 
smuggled goods were traced, and as soon 
as it became certain that the goods were tu 
be shipped to him& Special Inspector Olds 
came here and caused his arrest. 

Lee emphatically denied that he had 
handled smuggled goods, but when he was 
assured by the officers that the goods 
were Smugeglied, he at once saw, 
so he says, that he had been made 
a cat's paw of by those doing the smug- 
sling. He did not not deny having handled 
the goods sold by the Canadian firm, but 
said he had been assured that the duty 
had been paid, and if smuggling had been 
done, he was not a party to it, because he 
had sold the goods under the belief that 
they had passed through the custom 
house. 

At first_the officers thought they had 
one of th® most important parties to what 
they believe to be a gigantic smuggling 
scheme. Lee, however, produced papers 
and memoranda which at once convinced 
the officers that he was an innocent party. 

At the trial yesterday morning he estab- 
lished his ‘innocence, and was promptly 
released. The evidence brought out at the 
trial convinced the United States officers 
that they are on the trail of a clever set of 
smugglers, so they say. 

May Be Other Arrests. 

The firm which the custom officers say 
have been doing the smuggling is Radcliffe, 
Moore & Co., &@ and 62 Ray street, To- 
ronto, Canada, 

It is claimed by the officers that these 
people have shipped phenacetine to drug- 
gists throughout the Un'ted States, quot- 
ing it at a price which is two-thirds lower 
than the regular price. It is the belief of 
the officers that the goods sent to United 
States druggists are smuggled to Detroit 
and there packed and expressed to the 
destination. In this way the payment of 
duty, which is 26 per cent, ‘s avoided, and 
the company is able to pay its agents 20 
per cent. 

Colonel Olds said yesterday that several 
prominent druggists in A.vlanta have re- 
ceived the goods direct from Radcliffe, 
Moore & Co., and it is possible that arrests 
which will cause a sensation. .will be made. 

How the Scheme Is Worked. 

The firm of Radcliffe, Moore & Co. has 
sent out circular letters to the druggists 
of the United States quoting very low 
prices on phenacetine and other drugs, 
say the officials, and while Atlanta ts the 
first city to which these goods have been 
traced, it seems that they have gone all 
over the United States, and it is possible 
that a great number of arrests will be 
made. 

While the innocence of Lee was estab- 
lished in such a manner as to thoroughly 
convince the officers that he had nothing 
whatever to do with the smuggling, and 
was acting in good faith, they do believe 
that the people who did the smuggling 
have agents in various parts of this coun- 
try who are introducing the goods. 

If smuggling has been done by the Cana- 
dian firm, it has been accomplished in a 
very clever manner and would probably 
have made fortunes for those at the head 
of it. The custom officers, however, say 
they will put a stop to it. They claim that 
Radcliffe, Moore & Co. are notorious smug- 
glers, and that on different occasions large 
quantities of their goods have been seized 
while being smuggled across the border. 
This end of the case is now in the hands 
of District Attorney Angier, who will do 
the prosecuting if any more arrests are 
caused. When asked yesterday if any At- 
lanta druggists would be arrested on the 
charge of smuggling, Mr. Angier said the 
matter would probably be carried before 
the United States grand jury and given 
a thorough investigation. 

If the case takes that turn, and the At- 
lanta druggists who have dealt with the 
Canadian firm are called before the United 
States grand jury, it will cause a great 
amount of interest and developments will 
be -closely watched. 
The extensiveness of this smuggling has 
been such that it will require the attention 
of the officers for some time, and it is very 
probable that it will be of national im- 
portance before the end is reached. 

The Trial of Lee. 
As soon as Mr. E. H. Lee discovered that 
he had been handling foods supposed to 
be smuggled, he wired Radcliffe, Moore &.. 
Co., telling of his arrest and demanding 
an explanation. In answer to this he re- 
ceived a dispatch stating that the duty 
was paid on all the goods. Inspector Olds 
claims, however, that he will be able to 
provehy the records in the custom house 
at Detroit that the goods never passed 
through there and were undoubtedly smug- 
gied. - 
Inspector Olds was the first witness put 
on the stand yesterday morning. He stated 
that Lee had sold a certain kind of drugs

Inspector Olds then told of the capture 
of a negro porter in Detroit who had on 
his person a large quantity of drugs which 
he had brought from Toronto for the pur- 
pose of shipping by express from Detroit. 
It is said that these goods were to have 
been shipped to Lee. The negro is now in 
jail in Detroit. : 

Lee Makes a Statement. 

Lee made a lengfhiy statement in which 
he emphatically swore that the idea of 
handling smuggled goods had been entirely 
foreign to his mind when he sold those 
shipped to him by Radcliffe, Moore & Co. 

The first of these goods he handled, he 
said, was in Virginia, when he met a friend 
who had 100 ounces of the phenacetiné 
and asked him why he did not handle it. 
This man owed him money, he said, and 
he took the goods in order to make a set- 
tlement. Part of this lot was sold in At- 
lanta, part in Macon and the remaintier in 
Virginia.

MAKE HIS. BOND

The next lot 
at Vicksburg, Miss., and paid for. The 
next lot at New Orleans and paid for. The 
next lot at Galveston, Tex., and paid for. 
The next lot at Little Rock, Ark., and paid 
for. The next lot was sent to Atlanta and 
received by his clerk, who handed part of 
it to a local druggist in payment of a debt. 
The last shipment he never received, but 
a letter came from Radcliffe telling him it 
had been sent. 

“IT bought all these goods in good faith,” 
said Mr. Lee. ‘“‘There was no secrecy about 
it, and I have guaranteed duty, showing 
the prices of Radcliffe, Moore & Ca. I 
was assured thet the duty was paid and 
in turn assured all druggists who dealt with 
me the same. I emphatically swear that 
the idea of handling constraband goods 
has not entered ‘my head.” / 

Lee Is Acquitted. / 

In rendering his decision, Judge Broyles 

said the evidence was not very clear that 


there was absolutely no evidence to show 
that Mr. Lee knew they were smuggled or 
even supposed them to be. His actions 
and conduct throughout the case, said the 
judge, were those of an innocent man. 

Mr. Lee turned all his papers and memo- 
randa over to the custom officers and will 
do all in his power to aid them in the work 
of finding the smugglers’ agents. 

Inspector Olds says that some of the Rad- 
cliffe, Moore & Co. goods have been found 
in Raleigh, N. C.

On the night of Carter’s arrest 
there were three salesmen at Brooksville 
waiting for him to turn up. From Atlanta 
were Messrs. George Coats, representing 
the Coleman-Burden-Worthen Company, 
and Wiley Stovall, of Stovall, Calloway & 
Co. Welxelbaum, Sims & Co., of Macon, 
were represented by Mr. Charles Sims. 

How Carter Was Arrestei. 

Carter had gone off after some negroes 
to work on his turpentine farm. He was 
called back by a telegram sent over an as- 
sumed name. As he stepped from the 
(rain a deputy sheriff awaited him and took 
him into the freight warehouse, where the 
requisition from the governor of Georgia 
was read to him. The requisition had been 
approved by Florida’s governor. It directed 
that Carter should be turned over to J. W. 
Connally, as an officer from Georgia. When 
Deputy Sheriff Cobb finished reading the 
papers he turned and remarked: 

“Mr. Connally, he is with you.” 

Carter had previously known Mr. Con- 
nally only as “Mr. Hardee, of Savannah,” 
and when he realized that the men with 
whom he had gone hunting and ,fishing 
and who had helped him put in his stock 
of goods was an officer, the prisoner wilted. 
He had never dreamed that his new friend 
was a detective, and he wis knocked out 
by the d‘'scovery. 

Herrington was eighteen miles away. 
were the goods which, it is said, Carter ha 
said were burned at Brentwood. So the 
officers and the salesmen took wagons and 
a carriage and drove across the country, 
eghteen miles. 

Herrington was arrested at daybreak. The 
representatives of the Atlanta and Macon 
firms went through the stocks of goods in 
Carter’s commissary and Herrington’s store 
and identified them beyond all doubt. For 
instance, there were shoes which 
had the Coleman-Burden-Worthen Com- 
pany’s private marks on theftn, shoes made 
especially for their trade and for no other 
house in the world. : 

What Herrington Had To Say. 

Herrington declared that he bought what 
stock he had from a man whom he had 
never seen before. He said that a man 
approaehed him at night and asked him 
if he wanted to make some money. Her- 
rington admitted that he was not averse. 
The stranger led him off in the woods 
three miles from Brentwood and showed 
him several cases of goods out in a thicket.

SANTA CLAUS WAS LIBERAL 
BUT VERY ECONOMICAL. 


Tne Atlanta merchants who conducted 

headquarters for Santa Claus are talking 
interestingly of the sale of toys for Christ- 
mas of this year. 
-From the latest official information on 
the subject it appears that this year old 
Kris Kringle was.more liberal and munifi- 
cent than ever, but at the same time he 
was ramarkably economical. While he gave 
with a free hand, at the same time he had 
great respect for his pocket-book and kept 
his eye on the bargain counters. 

“J sold more toys this year than ever be- 
fore,” said a toy dealer, who had two stores 
devoted exclusively to juvenile bric-a-brac, 
and just as his interviewer was about to 
discover a sign of returning prosperity in 
the announcement, the merchant continued: 
“But at the same time there was no in- 
crease whatever in the amount of money I 
took in. This was owing to the fact that 
customers, while they bought many toys, 
purchased only the cheap kind, and the 
cost of tore this year was greatly reduced. 

“We had to cut prices to get rid of the 
articles, for the buyers just woulkin’t have 
the expensive variety. A whiJe back there 
was great demand for the costly mechan- 
ical toy, but this year it was a drug on the 
market. Santa Claus could not be made to 
look at anything which cost more than $1, 
and the toys which were sold for 5 and 10 
cents went like hot cakes. Why, this morn- 
ing I have been selling a lot of toys to a 
committee of Isdies for a Christmas tree, 
and they did not buy a toy worth over 10 
cents. The evening before Christmas we 
were selling toys for 2% cents which we 
pushed out last year for 10 and 15 cents, 
‘and we were glad to get rid of them at this 
price. 

“Yet, as I said, there were twice as many 
toys sold in Atlanta this year as there 
were last Christmas. And let me tell you 
another thing about this Christmas toy 
business, it will be my last season ct it. 
"It would kill me to go through with anoth- 
er such week as I went through with last 
week. It was enough to run a nan crazy. 
The waiting on customers, the watching 
for sneak thieves, the delivery of toys, the 
breaking and smashing of fragile articles 
and the effort to Keep the green clerks 
posted kept me worried and tormented for 
five days, and I have had enough of it.” 

From what the toy dealers say, it looks 
as if Santa Claus was returning to his old- 
time custom of giving the children some 
simple toy, instead of wasting his hard- 
earned money on expensive articles. In 
the good old days a few little toys and a 
lot of candy and apples and oranges were 
considered enough for any little boy or 
girl. Santa Claus’s liberality and at the 
same time his economy for 1897, will be 
commended by many.

ANY MORE POWERS 


Railroads Say Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission Is Powerful Enough. 


IT WANTS MORE AUTHORITY 


One of Its Duties Is To Prevent Rate 
Cstting and Discrimination. 


MR. HINES MAKES REPLY TO MR, PROUTY 


If Authority Was Given To Fix Max- 
imum Rates, It Would Prevent 
Rate Cutting.

The interstate commerce commission does 
not appear to have succeeded in either win- 
ning sympathy for itself or exciting prej- 
udice against the United States supreme 
court by criticising that high tribunal and 
reaching out after more power for itself. 

The fact is, the commission has always 
taken itself more seriously than either the 
railways, the courts or the people have 
taken it. It is invariably claimed by the 
commission that its existence is due to the 
demand for protection on the part of the 
public from the railroads. As a matter of 
fact, politics had a great deal to do with 
the creation of the commission, as it has to 
do with most legislation affecting railroads. 
It is notorious in many a legislative body 
that this ar that railroad bill’s sole cause 
of being is to provide political capital for 
somebody’s campaign. 

In construing the interstate law, the 
courts have time and again clipped the 
wings of the commission, and that honora- 
ble body has of late devoted its time and 
ability to evening up with the supreme 
court of the United States by interviews, 
public addresses and newspaper and maga- 
zine ¢rticles. The commission’s annual re- 
port recently published was an argument 
meam to break the force of the supreme 
court’s decisions and to set the country by 
the ears against the court. Commissioner 
Mcrrison slapped the court with a glove 
which was not as velvety as it looked at 
first glance. Commissioner Knapp in a pub- 
lic address treated the court respectfully, 
but declared there was urgent need for 
greater powers ito be conferred on the 
board. 

Commissioner Prouty followed with an in- 
teresting article in the December Forum, in 
which he pays his respects to the court and 
emphasizes the necessity for more power. 
This article has called forth some strung 
replies, among them one by Mr. J. H. Leo- 
nard, in The New York Mail and Express, 
and another by Mr. Walker D. Hines, in 
The Louisville Courier Journal. Mr. Hines 
addresses his argument to the comm!ssion’s 
efforts to increase its authority and it 's 
an article which every member of congress 
in particular would find valuable because 
it discusses concisely a question which is 
coming up soon after the holiday recess. 

Mr. Hines, who is assistant general coun- 
sel of the Louisville and Nashville railroad, 
handles the question from the railroad 
standpoint, of course He opens by eaying 
that even if the railroads were allowed to 
poo] or, in other words, to agree upon a 
diviston of the business between them- 
selves, and if all the evils which Mr. 
Prouty foresees were to follow, the Foraker 
bill would. give the commission all the 
power it needed to punish the companies. 
The Foraker bill, which is pending, gives 
the commission two distinet powers—one 
ccntrol over all ‘pooling contracts, and the 
other power over the rate maintained under 
the pooling contract. 

Senator Foraker’s bill declares that pool- 
ing shall not be allowed at all, unless the 
railroads file copies of the agreement with 
the interstate commerce commission. Then 
it is not to go into-effect if the commission 
objects to it. Or if the board permits the 
agreement to become operative it can be 
annulled at any time by order of the com- 
mission. The roads are given the right to 
appeal to the courts, but while the appeal 
is pending the agreement is to be null. 
That is, a railroad could not get an-injunc- 
tion against the commission’s orders. 

An Extensive Power. 
“This is,in effect’giving the commission 
the power,"’ says (Mr. Hines, “‘whenever it 
sees fit, to repeal the pooling :aw with re- 
spect to any proposed or existing pooling 
contract. A more extensive or effective 
power could not be imagined.” 
The second power alluded to is the power 
to change, modify or correct any and all 
rates, charges, facilities or practices main- 
tained under the contract whenever and as 
often as the commission may regard them 
“uS unreasonable, subject, of course, to re- 
view by the courts. 
_ Mr. Prouiy males two additional objec- 

tions to the Foraker bill. He says that the 
influence of pooling confracts. would not 
cease with the traffic to which they refer, 
ard that the right to make them’ with re. 
spect to competitive business would tend 
to raise the rates on all competitive traffic.

Set. 

One ‘thing which disturbed the comm!s- 
sion was the plain statement of what it 
eannot do under the law. The court said 
that the right to make rates for transpor- 
tation companies is a legislative and not 
an administrative function. That is, while, 
perhaps, congress could prescribe maxi- 
mum charges for a railroai, no comm's- 
sion or court had the power to do it. The 
court further said that congress had never 
delegated any such power to any commis- 
sion or other administrative body. There 
is nothing anywhere in the law which can 
be stretched to imply that the commission 
has that power. But the boaré has func- 
tions to perform, “important duties,’’ the 
court calls them, the most important being 
the power to see if railroads are cutting 
rates or giving rebates or d.scriminations 
between individuals or communities. 

Frequent Errors in the Past.

“~ne rate adjustment in this country 
is the result of many years of experience, 
and it is extremely seldom that any radi- 
eal changes are made in it. Of course, 
there is u gradual modification of it always 
going on, the tendency being, as Mr. 
Prouty points out, to make rates lower and 
lower ‘i‘he presumption ought, therefore, 
to be aga.nst any radical change in an 
order of things which has long existed, 
and which from the people’s standpoint 
is constantly improving. Yet, to give the 
commiss.on the power to put its decrees 
into effect at once and without any resort 
to ‘the courts is to give it the power to 
naugurate at any time, and as often as 
it sees fit, radical changes in the rate ad- 
justment of the country, whose effects on 
commercial conditions w.ll in all likelihood 
be unsettling and far-reaching, with the 
probabil ty that after the matter shall 
have been taken through the courts the 
action of the commission will be found 
to have been unlawful. To give such a 
power of immediate and radical interfer- 
ence with all the commercial conditions 
of the country, to become effective before 
any possibil:‘ty of a review by the couris, 
is to confer a »ower which both the na- 
ture of the subject and the course of the 
commission show cannot be wisely or 
safely so conferred.

STATE ANTI-SCALPING LAW. 


Five States Have Them and Courts 
Uphold Them. 

Five states have anti-scalping laws on 
their statute books, and the supreme courts 
of four of the states have declared the 
laws to be sound. 

The five states which have such laws are 
New York, Pennsylvania, Indiana, Iili- 
nois and Minnesota. In all these states 
except New York the law has been tested 
‘and upheld by the supreme court. New 
York’s law has not yet has been passed 
upon by the state’s supreme court, or court 
of appeals. These state laws, however, 
do not apply to interstate tickets. They 
only cover. instances of tickets for passes 
wholly within a state. 

The amnti-sealping bill which is now 
pending before congress, proh bits anyone 
from selling railroad or steamboat tickets 
except an authorized agent of a railroad or 
steamboat company. If a passenger is un- 
able to use all his ticket in traveling, the 
ra‘'lroad which sold it must redeem the 
unused portion. 

The Illinois law, wh'’ch is cons'dered a, 
strong one, prohibits the sale of tickets 
within the state except by authorized 
agents of transportation companies, wheth- 
er the railroad is situated, owned or oper- 
ated within or without the state. The 
penalty for violating the law is $500 fine or 
imprisonment not exceeding one year, or 
both, in the discretion of the court. : The 
company issuing the ticket must redeem 
any part of which has not Been used in 
travel. For refusal to redeem un unused 
ticket or part of one, the company so refus- 
n'g is Lable to pay a fine of $500. Under 
this law any person who has bought a 
ticket in good faith, intend'ng to travel on 
it, can sell it to another person who in- 
tends to travel on it. 


The Memphis and Charleston. 

New York, December 27.—Announcement 
was made today by the Memphis and 
Charleston reorganization committee, of 
which Adrian Islin, Jr., is chairman, that 
arrangements have been perfected looking 
to the purchase of the road by the South- 
ern railway and the exchange of the new 
securities after reorganization is completed 


for issues of the purchasing company. 


Uncle Sam Gets $8,500,000. 

New York, December 27.—The second pay- 
ment of $8,500,000 by the Union Pacific re- 
organization committee was reflected in 
today’s large sub-treasury dehit balance of 
$4,357,938. The checks sent by the treasury 
department at Washington in payment for 
currency sixes were deposited in the local 
banks today and passed in due course 
through the ciearing house. It is estimated 
that the aggregate of these checks is about 
$10,000,000. A third payment of $8,500,000 will 
be made early in January next. 


Hunting for the Leak. 


Information, which is said to be reliable, 
gives a new explanation of the delay in 
the announcement of the United States su- 
preme court’s decision in the maximum 
rate case. It is said that the gist of the 
decision leaked out, and the court has 
been trying to locate the man who gave 
it away. It is denied that the judges are 
evenly divided, and, therefore, there is 
no necessity for a reargument. The decis- 
ion is promised in ‘“‘due season,”’

A few days ago the city agreed to yield 
that pont, which would have cost the 
roads $1,000,000, and now the roads are go- 
ing to work to put up a $200,000 passenger 
stat.on. 


The Illinois Central is getting ready to 
issue $1,250,000 in bonds for the purpose of 
acquiring the Cecilia branch from the Lou- 
isville and Nashville, or fa:‘ling n that. to 
build from Elizabethtown into Louisville, 
a distance of forty miles.’

Georgia's prison commission met yester- 
day afternoon for the first time. At 3 
o'clock Messrs. Clement A. Evans, Joseph 
‘@ Turner and Jacob Beach met in the new 
‘offices of the commission at the capitol and 
pegan their duties. 

The meeting was the first time the pro- 
visions of the convict bill have practically 
gone inte effect. The commission met in 
their capacity as a pardon board rather 
than as 4 prison commission. 

“The first work was to thoroughly organ- 
ize the board and to outline the duties of 
the three members. Of the 300 or more 


~ applications for pardon, that of Tom Cy- 


rus was taken up first as being of the 
greatest importance. 

Cyrus’s attorneys appeared before the 
hoard and begged that the life of the ne- 
gro murderer might be spared. The evi- 
dence in the case was reviewed by the 
commission and all the peculiar circum- 
stances surrounding the killing were con- 
gidered. After hearing all of the argument, 
the board postponed the final determination 
of the case until this morning at 10 o'clock. 
None of the commissioners would talk of 
what would be done in the case, but it is 
almost certain that the board will rccom- 
mend that Cyrus’s sentence be commuted 
to life imprisonment. 


After postponing the Cyrus case, the 


' board took up the case of Will Hopkins. 


Hopkins killed a man in Rabun county 
ten years ago and has been serving a life 
sentence since that time. When the kill- 
ing occurred Hopkins was but fifteen ye«urs 
of age, and this fact has attracted the 
sympathy of many of the people in his 
county. Colonel Hamby, the legislative 
representative from Rabun, has interested 
himself in the case and has been here for 
more than a week trying to have Hopkins 
pardoned.

Atlanta is considered by many to be 
the dirtiest city of its size in the United 
States, so far as smoke and soot are con- 
cerned. Those who are frequently on the 
streets are aware of the presence of the 
smoke, because the soot always selects 
white shirt fronts and clean collars as a 
final resting place. 

It is not these general complaints and 
inconveniences which are mentioned to the 
building imspector, but it is the serious 
damage which the smoke does to the office 
furniture and to fine lace curtains. Per- 
sons having offices down town have com- 
plained that it is impossible for them to 
open their windows to obtain fresh air 
without the room at once becoming filled 
with black, dirty smoke. It is complained 
that the office furniture is soiled and ruin- 
ed by the heavy soot which accompanies 
the smoke, and that life is made a burden 
on account of this nuisance. 

Building Inspector Pittman is thoroughly 
opposed to allowing the smoke to escape 
and soil the city. He believes that steps 
should be taken to consume it in some 
manner, and he will carry the matter be- 
fore the new council. 

Inspector Pittman {s of the opinion that 
the owners of large factories and estab- 
lishments where it is necessary to use a 
boiler should be compelled to put in smoke 
consumers. He thinks they should be 
forced to do this, but that council shoyld 
leave optional with them what kind ‘of 
consumer to use. 

“I have received a larger number of 
coniplaints about the smoke lately than 
ever before,’’ said Inspector Pittman yes- 
terday. ‘People owning residences close up 
in the city complain that they cannot open 
their windows ‘because the smoke and 
soot enter the house and soil the furniture 
and lace curtains. It seems to me that 
this might be regarded as a nuisance and 
I certainly am in favor of putting a stop 
to. it.’’ 

It is said that a number of prominent 
persons wil) advocate the imtroduction of 
smoke consumers since the smoke nuisance 
has become so bad that something of the 
kind is a necessity. It is thougnt by many 
that an ordinance compelling tae use of 
consumers will meet with ready aprroval 
and will be passed without any difficulty. 
The matter will probably be <trongly pre- 
sented to council.

Judge Andy Faced a Queer Audience of 
~ Christmas Enthusiasts. 


SESSION LASTED UNTIL NIGHT 


There Were Many Black Eyes and Dis- 
aes figured Faces. 


FINES SWELL THE CITY'S TREASURY 


(Recorder Divided the Charges Into 
Three Classes and Then Rapidly 
Proceeded To Work. 


In the history of Atlanta there never was 
such a police court held as Judge Andy 
presided over yesterday afternoon. Only 
a few of the 300 cases pooked for Christmas 
disorder were tried in the morning, and in 
the afternoon the court lasted until thie 
night, and the scenes enacted will be long 
remembered. 

The cases were divided into three classes, 
ag follows: 

Plain Christmas drunks. 

Shooting firearms and fireworks in the 
city limits. : 

Fights and disorderly cnoduct. 

These three grand divisions were again 
subdivided, there being a slight distinction 
between firearms loaded and unloaded, and 
between fireworks shot off in tMe center 
of the city and in the suburbs. There was 


also a difference between the disorder 
cases. 
This schedule had been earefully ar- 


ranged by Judge Andy while sipping his 
Christmas eggnog, and it was done in or- 
der to facilitate business. The prices were 
as follows: 

Plain Christmas drunk $1.75. 

Shooting firearms unloaded $1.75. 

Shooting firearms loaded $3.75. 

Shooting fireworks in center of the city 


$3.75. 

Shooting fireworks in the suburbs $1.%. 
Light cases of disorder $3.75. 

Aggravated cases of disorder $6.75, 

This scale of prices was rigidly adhered 
to through the tire session of the court, 
and no exception was made for any cause. 
It was like the laws of the Medes and 
Persians. 

When the matinee began the courtroom 
was so crowded that Judge Andy called out 
to have all the rear windows opened, an 
order which Ya very necesssary for the 
sake of hygiene and sanitary reasons. 

Some Concessions Made. 

It became evident at once that the re- 
corder, along with his schedule and scale 
of prices, had decided to let go free all 
those who had. been kept locked up since 
Friday night, holding that the man who 
lost all his Christmas had been punished 
sufficiently. Another joyful fact was quick- 
ly apparent, and that was Judge Andy 
would not construe the law against fire- 
works to include sandcrackers. There were 
about fifteen of these cases and they were 
all dismissed with the remark: 

“Tl think the boys were entitled to that 
much fun, and eandcrackers are too little 
to come under the ban.” 

Judge Andy’s stated reason, as announced 


Christmas drunks so small was: 

“Many of these poor fellows will have 
to work out the fines at the stockade, and 
a fine of one dollar and costs means only 
three days’ work on the street, and this 
will give them ample opportunity to start 
the new year free men and in condition 
to begin life with new resolves and as- 
pirations.”’ 

The cut price was appreciated by the pris- 
oners, and nearly every one thanked Judge 
Andy when sentence was pronounced. 

The matinee was made lively at the very 
opening by two belated Christmas revelers 
being rushed out of the courtroom into the 
prisoners’ room -for being drunk in a pub- 
lic place. This wasn’t down on the pro- 
gramme and created a diversion which the 
hundreds of spectators enjoyed hugeiy. 

The prisoners were tried according to the 
judge’s schedule, the plain drunks being 
assorted and called first. 


Some Queer Christmas Drunks. 


Tom McColliom denied that he had been 
drunk on Christmas for the simple reason 
that he didn’t have a cent of money and 
he didn’t know of a friend who would have 
been kind enough to have given him any. 
This unique plea wasn’t satisfactory, as 
the officer swore most positively that Tom 
was very drunk. In giving the schedule 
fine of $1 and costs the recorder remarked: 

“Maybe your unknown friend who fur- 
nished you with the liquor in so mysterious 
a style will now pay the fine.” 

T. BE. Switzer, a foreigner, pleaded that 
when the officer took him in tow he was 
sick from an overdose of sour wine. The 
court thereupon handed down the opinion 
that under an equitable construction of the 
law a sick from sour wine was the same 
as a drunk from good‘ wine, and he fined 
the foreigner the regulation price. 

Sid Freeman wanted to plead not guilty, 
but his voice had entirely left him. His 
hoarse whispers about some unknown peo- 
ple jumping on him failed to favorably im-

uucularivy the stocks of local corporations 
and iract.on companies. The tone of the 
trading was unsettied at times and decid- 
edly feverish. ‘he strength of the special- 
ues caused a strong opening and upheld 
prices in the general market so far as 
there Was any movement. A marxed weak- 
ening in Sugar and a general movement to 
realize due to the continued stiffness of 
money and to some extent to expressed 
apprehension over the threatening develop- 
ments in the far east carried prices below 
last week’s level. where they remained 
in the case of many leading stocks, until 
the close. 

Today was a holiday in London, and 
there were no quotations for British con- 
sols, the accepted barometer of European 
polices. Thére was. however, trading on 
the continental bourses and reports from 
there did not indicate any aciwe appre 
hension over the outlook ‘:n China. ‘here 
were some railroad stocks whicn showed 
exceptional movement.

STRENGTH WAS ON WAR TALK 


Corn Held Firm ani Advanced 1-2c. 
Oats Cotnterpart of Corn, Cilos- 
ing 3-8c Higher. 


Chicago, December 27.—All the activity of 
today’s: grain and provision markets was 
confined to the morning. During the after- 
noon dullness and all the advance in the 
wheat caused by smaller worid’s shipments 
and the orfental war talk was last, May 
closing at 4%4@%c decline. Corn and @ats 
were both very strong and advanced % and 
8c respectively. Provisions closed at slight 
declines. 

Wheat opened firm at from % to %c for 
May over the closing of Friday, initial 
sales ranging from 94% to 94%c, with a few 
sales a moment later at 4%@%44ec. An ac- 
tive business was done for an hour, and the 
market for that length of time maintained 
the appearance of strength with which it 
started, May selling as high as 94%@vs4%c. 
It once touched S944@v4%c, but unaer the 
demand from shorts, which was active 
during the first hour, it reacted again to 
9454c and held around that figure for some 
time. Subsequently trade siackened and 
the price weakened slowly to within half 
an hour from the close. Apparently the 
only reason for the strength was the new 
European war scare, as nothing else of a 
bullish character was contained in the early 
news. ‘There were several bearish features 
in the day’s news, chief of which was an 
estimate made in a cablegram from Buenos 
Ayres making the probable surplus of 
wheat for export from Argentina 40,000,000 
bushels. The latest previous estimates from 
that country Suggested an exportable 
amount of about 25,000,000 bushels. Foreign 
markets were closed on account of Christ- 
mas holidays, but New York reported the 
receipt of so many buying orders for futures 
on European account, and at least one 
50,000-bushel lot was bought in the pit on 
an order from Liverpool. The Liverpool 
Corn Trade News estimated the world’s 
shipments of last week at 6,488,000 bushels, 
exclusive of Baltimore shipments. The 
United States contribution to last week's 
total was 4,757,000 bushels. The receipts in 
Chicago since Friday numbered 785 cars by 
rail from outside, 213.00 bushels unloaded 
from a vessel driver, besides 144,000 bushels 
and 194 carloads transferred from un- 
licensed elevators. In all 920,000 bushels

was estimated to have been added since 
Friday to the contract stock in regular 
houses. Minneapolis and Duluth rece‘ved 
1,607 carloads since Friday, compared with 
995 a week ago and 889 on the similar period 
the year before. The visible supply in- 
creased 1,051,000 bushels, compared with a 
decrease of 720,000 bushels the year before. 
The heavy receipts rere and at the north- 
west points caused considerable realizing 
and short selling by professionals, this and 
the late dullness causing a decline in May 
to 985%@93%c.

The heavy week's 
clearances—4,900,000 bushels—the lack of 
country offerings and the European war 
news were all factors, and the market 
ruled strong. Trade fell off considerably 
later in the day, but prices held firm to 
the end. May ranged from 30% to 29%4@29% 
and closed \%c higher at 30%¢c. 

In its essential features, the market for 
oats was almost a counterpart of corn. 
The market started very firm and active, 
with local shorts sKghtly alarmed at the 
strength of corn, buying freely. In _ this 
market also the war talk was a factor. 
Trade was much quieter during the after- 
noon, but without much effect on’ prices. 
May ranged from 23% to 23%@23%c, closing 
Sc higher at 23%@23%c. 

Provisions were quite active and firm 
during the morning. The opening was 
rather week with quite free realizing and 
selling by packers.

Here, to make her geubject more clear, 
the reader both defined and described con- 
sciousness, explaining its physical and 
mental relations, and citing practical ex- 
amples.

“To live to the highest degree of which 
we are capable is to extend our conscious- 
is to perceive the existence cf 
things that do not immediately touch us;

touch that which advances to meet us. 
Surely this is to multiply ourselves and to 
live more, and the way toa do this thing 
is to learn more and think more and to 
consider attentively the things that come 
before us, that we may divine their signifi- 
cance. The mind must be awake, active, 
on the lookout for relations. 

“I know that sonie of you are thinking 
that feelings teach wonderfully, and I ad- 
mit that they quicken percepgion, but need 
I remind you of the mistakes that feelings 
have made which might have been avu‘ded 
had they been coupled with information? 
Thought goes to form judgment, and as a 
general rule. judgment ranks higher tnan 
emotion. I have a friend who is a born 
mother, and she thought that nature taught 
a mother to care for her child. I was as 
skevtical then as today, and I advised her 
to study the book for ideas if she could not 
get the doctor. 

‘So my answer to the third question is, 
to get information dnd wee the mind on 
it, for in this way only will force and 
mental power be generated. For what are 
acts disassociated from thought but me- 
chanica! reaction?”

The changes in the county schools for 
1898 have been outlined in a letter sent out 
by State School Commissioner G. R. 
Glenn. The letter is addressed to county 
school commissioners, and is an important 
aocaument. 

In substance, it is as follows: 

“The ent:re school fund for the state 
amounts to $1,040,881. ‘his apportionment 
has been inaue on the censys of 183. 

‘Tne treasurer intorms me that for both 
the first and second quarters Of next year 
tnere w.li be availabie in the treasury for 
the school rund only $tw,v0l-—-§40u,000 for the 
first quarter and $4u,%v for the second 
quarter, and that there witi be no more 
mnoney availame until the first of January, 
lIsvy. [ beg to suggest that the county 
boadrs fix the spring term so that we 
snall be able to pay in full for whatever 
work we do during the tirst and second 
quarters. 

“At a meeting of the state board today 
the school term for the next year was fixed 
at 130 days. If the county boards of edu- 
eation w.il fix the spring term at forty or 
fifiy days we will have money enougn to 
pay for a term of this length. Then let 
the next public term begin in September 
or October, and we can complete tne term 
for IS98, and by teaching three months 
again in the spring of 1899, we will be abie 
to teach six and one-half months from 
the time the fall term begins in one solid 
term, and pay for the entire work done 
at the close. My judgment is that the 
county boards w.ll find this plan much 
more satisfactory than the one we have 
been pursuing. During the summer 
months protracted meetings, institute 
work, campmeetings, picnics, etc, occur, 
all of which seriously interfere with the 
work of the schools; besides, during July 
and August the weather is ordinarily so 
warm and uncomfortable that the chil- 
dren accomplish very little. I hope that 
we w'll spend a good part of our summer 
months next year in building new school- 
houses and improving the old ones, so as 
to make our schoo] build.ngs comfortable 
for fall and winter schools. 

“I beg to advise you that a new book 
law was passed, requiring the state school 
commissioners tc ascertain the cost. of 
schoolbooks used by all the counties in 
Georgia. Many of the counties will have 
to adopt new books during the next year. 
J] trust that the county boards will take 
plenty of time in making these adoptions. 
They need be in no hurry about the mat- 
ter. Sufficient time should be taken to 
examine the latest and best books of all 
the publishers and to have the best teach- 
ers of the county to examine them. The 
boards should also invite the sharpest 
competition, both as to quality and price 
of books. Before any adoptions are put 
into effect I desire to ascertain, as cor-_| 
rectly as possible, the number and the 
value of the books now in use. Blanks for 
this purpose will be sent to you immedi- 
ately, in order that you may put them in 
the hands of the teachers with the open- 
ing of the schools in January. 

“During next spring a new census must 
be taken, and blanks, with instructions, 
will be sent to you early in January for 
th's purpose. At the first meeting of your 
board in January it would be well to con- 
sider this matter and fix upon some time 
in the near future for taking census. J 
will have the instructions and the blanks 
sent you within the next two weeks. 

4 law passed by the legislature. re- 
quires the state school comm'ssioner io 
supply each county board of educatior 
With a seal. The law requ'res that this 
seal shall be used on all papers and con- 
tracts authorized by the county board. 
The seal for your county will be shipped 
to you by express early in January. 

“A law was also enacted requiring that 
copies of all contracts now existing be- 
tween boards of education and publishers 
shall be filed with the state board of edu- 
cation within thirty days. If you have a 
contract now in force, please send a copy 
at once.’’ 

The letter is closed with kind reference 
to deceased commissioners.

WILL FIGHT THE iRJJNCTION

Friends of the City Court of DeKalb 
Will Show Bold front. 


MUCH PERSONAL FEELING IN IT 


Injunction Will Probably Be Refused 
and Question Will Be Carried to 
. Supreme Court. 


—— 


The injunction that fias béen filed against 
the county officers of DeKalb to enioin 
them from paying out the county moneys 
for the maintenance of the city court of 
DeKalb county has stirred the friends of 
the court and they have determined to 
fight the movement. 

The county officers feel no interest in 
the existence of the court other than citi- 
zens. They are doing their official duty to 


‘help the court and do not care if it is 


abolished or allowed to continue. 
No attack was intended on any one when 
Mr. Braswell, who is the attorney for the 


citizens that wish the money of the county . 


saved from this kind of expenditure, filed 
the bill, and no fight is made on him other 
than from a legal standpoint, but those 
who wish the court to stand will put up a 
warm fight before the injunction is granted 
or denied. 

They say that the court should stand as 
it was originally the county court of De- 
Kalb and established under the provisions 
of the general law and was later turned 
into the city court of DeKalb by a spe- 
cial act of the legislature so that its juris- 
diction might be changed. 

This special act was passed and this is 
where the fight is coming. Those who wish 
to get at the situation of the court. and 
its legality to transact business say that 
it is not now legally constituted and its 
acts are null and void. If this proposition 
can be proved the court will be abolished, 
but can be re-established on recommenda- 
tion of the next grand jury, which meets 
in February. 

The two last grand juries recommended 
its abolition, and what the next one will 
do is a matter of much doubt in the minds 
of the people. A large number think it an 
unnecessary expense, as the superior court 
of the county, they claim, can easily trans- 
act the business that now comes before the 
city court. . 

Whether the injunction will be granted 
is in doubt, but it is believed by many 
that it will be refused. Colonel Braswell 
announces if it is granted that he will 
carry the question to the supreme court. 
Much interest has been manifested over 
the pecullar situation. 


PEW SITTINGS TO BE FREE. 


A: Radical Change Adopted by the Cen- 
tral Presbyterian Church. 


Beginning on the first Sabbath wf the 
new year, the Central Presbyterian church 
of this city will adopt what is known as 
the free pew system. 

This means that pew sittings in the 
Central Presbyterian church during the 
coming year will be absolutely free of 
charge and that no member of the church 
will hold proprietary rights to pew sit- 
tings. 

In liew of the old system church revenues 
will be raised by voluntary weekly contri- 
butions. Each member of the congregation 
is to pledge himself or herself to contribute 
some definite amount on each Sabbath of 
the year. Under the old system weekly 
contributions were devoted to special 
causes only; under the new system they 
will be devoted to all the causes of the 
church, including its running expenses. 
What comes in from the weekly collections 
under the new system is expected to equal 
what came in formerly from both the week- 
ly collections and the pew rents «ombined 
under the old system. 

This change was agreed upon ty the 
session of the church on the idea that the 
privileges of the house of God should not 
be rented out for monetary considerations 
and furthermore that church § revenues 
should be voluntary and free will in char- 
acter. 

But while there will be no renting of pews 
at the Central Presbyterian church during 
the coming year. pew sittings will be none 
the less definite and there will be no shift- 
ing about or confusion growing out of the 
change. 

Rev. Theron H. Rice, the pastor of the 
church, is heartily im accord with the 
movement which has brought about the 
abolition of the old system of pew renting 
and is, indeed, largely responsible for it. 
As the system yielded satisfactory results 
at his former cnarge in Alexandria, V4a., 
the pastor sees no reason why it should 
not be equally successful in Atlanta: Dur- 
ing the first year of his pastoral connection 
with the Central Presbyterian church Mr. 
Rice has been the means of completely 
wiping out the church’s bonded debt on 
which some $14,000 remained unpaid, be- 
sides raising over $6,000 ‘to meet the cur- 
rent expenses of the church. With the in- 
cubus of debt removed, the church expects 
with the coming year to enter upon the 
most prosperous and energetic period of 
its history.

NO REGARD FOR CITY’S TRADE

Even if City Is Not Allowed To Pur- 
chase the Building, the New 
One Will Go Up. 


Fulton county will have a new court- 
house, er or not the city purchases 
the present building, says Chairman For- 
rest Adair. 

The question of legality raised in the city 
and county courthouse trade is not Caus- 
ing any delay in the praparations for the 
new courthouse. The county commissioners 
are waiting for the plans to come from the 
architects and as soon as the plans are 
completed the commissioners will adver- 
tise for bids Por the construction regard- 
less of the litigation that is pending. 

The county commissioners say that they 
have never been enjoined from building 
the new courthouse and they propose to 
proceed with its erection, whether the city 
buys the old courthouse or not. This/de- 
termination on the part of the commission- 
ers makes the situation decidedly interest- 
ing. If they build the new courthouse and 
the city is not allowed to purchase the 
present building the county will then have 
two courthouses on its hands. 

In a short time the tenants in the small 
buildings on the site of the proposed new 


courthouse will be given notice to vacate. 


As soon as the plans are ready and the 
contract made, the. work will begin on the 
new building. The majority of the commis- 
sioners say they are in favor of going 
ahead with the new building, and if they 
can raise the money in no other way they 
will endeavor to sell the present courthouse 
to private parties. The commissioners in- 
tend to build the courthouse, and they 
think ‘that the incoming council will ar- 
range matters so that the last trade be- 
tween the city and the county can stand. 

Juige Lumpkin will render his  de- 
cision in the city injunction case soon, and 
this will clear up the situation so that the 
commissioners may know how to proceed. 
The commissioners may be enjoined from 
building the new courthouse, just as the 
city was enjoined from purchasing the 
old, but no move hag as yet been made in 
this direction.
